BILLPOSTERS’ AND BILLERS’ CONVENTION 


— 


Annual Meeting Held at St. Louis, Beginning Dec. 4 and Adjourning Dec. 8---Circus 
Agreement is Discussed, but No Settlement Reached---St. Louis Local Royally 
Entertains Visiting Delegates---Several Circus Men Attend Convention 


St. Louis, Dee. 9.—The International Alliance 
of Billpesters and Billers held their annual 
meeting in this city this week, adjourning Last 
night after a busy session of five days. 

Perhaps the most important matter before 
the convention was the question of the circus 
agreement. The one under which the men 
had been working was for two years and ex- 
pires this month. Several of the larger shows 
were personally represented and anticipated no 
trouble in reaching an amicabie agreement, but 
their expectations were not realized, for the Dbill- 
posters had formulated a new agreement far 
different from the old one and with many 
radical changes. The circus men were not in 
very good humor any way, as they had been 
kept waiting for three days for a conference. 
Among the proposed changes was one asking for 
a slight increase in wages, also an alteration 
of the application of the holdback scheme and 
the Umitation of time students should have for 
being tried out. The committee appointed to 
represent the alliance in the circus matter con- 
sisted of Leon Reeves, Carl Munsen, Richard 
Armstrong, W. B. Fishback and Chas. Colley. 
The circug committee included Chas. Ringling, 
Ed Knupp, BR. M. Harvey, Will Horton and 
J. D. Newman, Jerry Mugavin also attended 
some of the sesions The circus men were 
prompt in declaring that they would never ac- 
cept the proferred proposition as a working 
contract and instantly submitted one they had 
prepared, which made but few changes in the 
one

Billposterg and Advertisers last season, which 
did not work any hardship on them are d@is- 
posed to stand firm. This being presidential 
year and the amusement business fm all branches 
suffering a very pronounced setback financially 
at present with no hope for an improvement 
in the near future, the circus men are deter- 
mined not to stand for any increase in expense 
or any change in the scheme of working con- 
tract that will decrease their privileges or in- 
directly increase expense. Several shows never 
have signed the agreement and as there will 
be fewer shows on the road next season than 
usual, and knowing the disposition of the men 

have worked for them, the management 
of the larger shows are disposed to try the ex- 
periment of not signing up this season unless 
they are given an agreement practically the 
Same as that under which they and their ad- 
vance forces have been working. The conven- 
tion has granted its circus committee full power 
to act at a special meeting that will be held 
this winter and it is expected that the agree- 
ment satisfactory to all parties will be signed. 
n the meantime the circuses are organizing 
thelr advance forces for the next season under 
the same salary acheme as heretofore prevailed,

“The Marionettes belongs to the school of 
once upon a time. There is no fairy prince 
in it nor are there any crystal slippers nor 
sleeping beauties. But the feeling of fairyland 
is well established in this pretty tale of the 
loving wife who had to wait to win her hus- 
band. Pierre Wolff entered the Comedie Fran- 
caise with this play, which is different from 
the dramas with which he earned his appren- 
ticeship at the Theatre Antoine, but like so 
many other plays that it is difficult to keep 
to the incidents of this particular version of 
a tale that resembles so many others. 

“The Marionettes are the men and women 
of this world with love pulling the strings. 
The principal marionette to interest M. Wolff in 
his drama is a young girl whom a man of the 
world marries without feeling the least affec- 
tion fer ber. She is rich, and he needs such 
a wife. She is, however, neither beautiful, 
smart, nor in the least of the world in which 
he moves. His distaste for her is so active 
that he forgets he is a gentleman, and treats

Sombre Heroine 


New York, Dec. 5 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Ethel Barrymore returned last night to her 
New York admirers in Witness for the 
Defence and to judge from the appearance of 
the audience at the Empire Theatre she has 
lost none cf their affection. If the spectators 
were not so interested toward the close of the 
performance as they were at the outset the 
fault does not lie in anything that the actress 
did or left undone. There was a sharp decline 
in the interest of the drama as it progressed 
from the thrilling episode of the first act. A. 
EB. W. Mason, the novelist, has written this 
play without the collaboration of any more ex- 
perienced worker in the dramatic field. So he 
was frequently by way of following his own 
trade and dropping into narrative rather than 
sticking closely to the dramatic form indis- 
Pensable te the success he may ultimately 
gain on the stage.”’ 

Alan Dale considers The Witness for the De- 
fence ‘‘Icritish to the core,”’ and classes it as 
purely melodramatic. 


“It was a busy play, with very little in It. 
The best character—that with the ‘sympathy 
of the audience’—was that of the man, played 
in England by George Alexander, and last night 
by A. Anson. Yet this was really not an 
important part. The English actor-manager 
played it apologetically. As in The Butterfly 
on the Wheel-—with which I got it mixed— 
The Witness for the Defence tries to show 
how a woman is up against it when her Teputa- 
tion is at the mercy of half a dozen men. 
That, I take it, is the object. if any. of the 
play. But it dilly-dallies and it shirks. It 
is talky, and it drags. The tea did look 
nice and warm and brown. but the play is, if 
anything, meledrama, and melodrama should 
frown at tea. 


“Miss Ethel Rarrymore, who likes psychology 
—or its imitation—played Stella with a good 
deal of charm, and was very much nicer than 
Miss Kate Cutler. in London. Miss Barrymore 
acted with a good deal of sincerity, but the 
role was monotonous, unconvincing and dull, 
and it did not give her a very fine opportunity. 
Still, as she showed last season, she has de- 
veloped tremendonsiy. and she improved that 
impression last night.’’

HE origin of the strawberry lemonade 
has long been shrouded in mystery like 
some other beginning in history. Here 
is the true story: 

In 1857 I was traveling with Mabie’s Circus 
and menagerie. I wag acrobat and tumbler at 
that time, and bad sot begun to aspire for the 
cap and bells. Tony Pastor was the clown. 
We were going into Texas, which was a very 
wild state at that time. We were showing In 
Alexandria, La., near the border of Texas, 
The audience attending the show in the after- 
noon was wild and wooly. Tony sald, “If this 
is the beginning of Texas, I do not want any 
of it. New York City for me.”” At the night 
performance, they were worse than Iin_ the 
afternoon, A gang of desperadoes from Texas 
rode into the canvas and swore they would kill 
the best looking man in the ring. The boys 
did not make up to look pretty that night. 
They pulled their guns and fired at the lights 
and put most of them out. They gave their 
Texas yell end said, ‘Go on with your d— 
Yankee show.”’ We went on with the show 
in donble-quick time. 


After the show, Bob McCormack, our 


canvasman. shouted the battlecry of “Hey, 
Rube.”” Every man was on hand with guy 
stakes and pitch ferks. We gave the Texas 


wolves a good beating and run some into the 
river. We had fifty vicked men, Rob Me- 
Cormack, Joe Raker, Dick Baker, Jim Dewane. 
Charlie Thomson, etc. They were known as 
the “fighting brigade."’ And as fine a lot of men 
as ever ate in a cook tent. Things looked too 
tongh for Pastor. He quit and made a eneak, 
and went abeard a New Orleans packet enroute 
for Xew Orleans, and then to New York City. 

We were left withont a clown. Our next 
stand was In Texas. The manager came to me 
in great distress, telling me Tony Pastor had 
jumped the show. And a cirenus without a 
clewn would be a serions affair any place, es 

jally in Texas. The manager sald, ‘‘Now, 
Peter, you ate the on'y man that can help us 
out. You are the one to take Tony Pastor's 
place.” I said. “I have never played clown, but 
I am willing to do the best I can to help you 
ent." “Good.” be rald. My first appearance 
as clown was made tin Texas. in a small croas- 
road town, Kickapoo. I made a bit and saved 
the show. Every one in the show con- 
gratulated me. The manager was delighted 
I was giad I pleased all. He anid, “Yon play 
clown as well as Tory Pastor.” “I suppose 
yon want me to continue,” I esld. “Whr, of 
course I do.” he sald. “If I play clown as 
well as Tony I expect hin ealary.”’ I aald. ‘“‘T 
can’t pay you the salary I paid Pastor,” 
said. “You are just beginning, end as you 


are receiving a good salary, I will not pay you 
any more.”’ ‘Very well,’’ I said. ‘I will do 
my regular act, but will not play clown.’’ He 
said, ‘‘Young man, if you want to stay with 
this show you will bave to play clown.”’ 


He thought he had me, because Texas was 
not the part of country a man weuld enjoy 
being left In. I was a youngster, and did not 
fear taking a chance. I had saved some money 
and felt rich. I immediately quit the show. 
My brother tried to persuade me to stay, but 
it was useless. I would net play clown with- 
out more pay. I went to a livery stable to 
hire a rig to drive to Shreveport, La. I 
found the owner a gentleman. I told him my 
Teasons for quitting the show. 
blame me and promised 
Shreveport, 

1 noticed a small covered spring wagon in 
the stabie. I instantly thought if I could buy 
that wagon, I could start an outside candy 
stand and remain with the show. He said he 
would sell the wagon to me cheap, as he had 
no use for it there. Every one rode on horse 
back. So he let me have the wagon, two mules 
and harness for seventy-five ($75.00) dollars, 
which was a bargain. I bought the outfit, and 
after being hitched up they worked all right. 
After paying for it I had enough money 
left to buy peanuts, a tub and sugar and 
some tartaric and one lemon. Talk about a 
friend, that lemon stuck to me to the end. 
My candy stand being complete, I drove to 
the next town all o. k. While the tents were 
being put up, I found a good location and 
opened up. I made a baliyhoo and yelled, 
‘“‘Lemmno, lemmo.’" When I attracted a crowd 
I would mount a box and sing out. ‘‘Here is 
your ice cold lemonade, made in the shade, by 
an old maid. Stick you finger in the glass, 
and it will freeze fast.’’ 

The lemonade sold so fast I could hardly wait 
on the crowd. I had to hire a boy to help. 
This boy was Abe Henderson, afterwards a 
circus proprietor. The name of the circus 
being Springer, Rosten & Henderson’s Show. 
One day while a big crowd was scrambling 
for the liquid supply, I noticed my water sup- 
ply had run out. There were no wells or 
springs near. I ran into the big show tent to 
get some water, but eould not find any. In 
the excitement of the moment I entered the 
ng room, where Miss Fannie Jemmerson, 
our bareback equestrian, was ringing out a

ing him instantly. The crowd that 
near said, ‘‘Bill died game.”’ 

One day our elephants got on the wrong road. 
The crowd said that if we did not show 
elephants they would kill us. The show was 
nearly over when the elephants arrived, and we 
were very glad to see them. While we were 
showing in Navizota, Tex., we were struck by 
a tornado, which biew our camvas to pieees 
and upset the cages. The elephants stampeded 
and some animals got out. One elephant we 
never found. He wandered to a plantation 
twenty miles from the town, where negroes 
were working in the field. When they saw 
elephant, they were so badly frightened 

yelled, “‘The devib is coming!” The 
the elephant. When Mr. Craven, 
trainer,

dead. The overseer did not know a show had 
lever been there and thought he had killed 
a wild animal. We showed two weeks with- 
out a stop. 


We had a German musician by the name of 


Michael Dulce.. He lost his clarinet, and he 
made more fuss about it than the manager did 
about losing the elephant. ‘Mien Gott, what 
will my wife say when she knows I lose my 


clarinet,”” he would say. I said, ‘‘Your clarinet 
is no good: it was yellow and a Jonah and the 


cause of all our trouble. It looked as if I 
spoke the truth. After the the clarinet was 
gone, we bad nice weather and the business 
was fine. The manager said he would never 


hire a man again who had a yellow clarinet. 
The Dutchman did not like me to guy him 
about the clarinet. 1 met this German years 
afterwards in Philadelphia, where I attended 
the funeral of an old clown, Bobby Williams. 
The German was in the band that was to play 
at the funeral. After shaking his hand, I 
said, ‘“‘Do you remember the days in Texas?"’ 
“Dem wass the days for de show bisnes.” 
“When Joe Baker was de boss canvasman and 
Fritz Hartman was the leader. Joe Baker 
croaked dree (3) guys and buried them in the 
ring.” “Dat will do. Dat will do, don’t 
commence your guying here. If Bobby Williams 
or Christ is dead, the band won't play a note,"’ 
said the musician. I stopped kidding him and 
the band played. 

The Knight of the Cap and Bells, the hero 
of this story always sent the audience out in 
good humor with his odd jokes and joke od- 
dities.

pair of pink’ tights. ‘The aniline dye had left 
the water a deep pink eolor. I did not hesitate, 
but hastened with the tub to the stand, where 
I threw in the tartaric, sugar and lemon, and 
stirred it up, and shouted at the top of my 
lungs: “Strawberry lemonade.’’ My sale was 
double that day, and ever since then you will 
not find a well-regulated show without plok 
lemonade. 


The clowns with that show were knock-abont 
clowns and were good enough for smal! country 


towns. «They were now about to show big 
cities, A talking clown was necessary. In 
those days, they wanted to hear a clown tell 
funny jokes, spout from Shakespeare, and 


sing a comic song. One day the manager came 
fo me and asked how I was doing. I sald, 


*“Fine.”’ He sald, “If you will come back 
I will pay you the salary I paid Pastor and 
also your regular salary, Pastor had been 


getting $50 a week and I had been receiving 
$25. so that made my salary $75. The bors 
in the show were yelling. *‘Come back. Peter."’ 
I said if he would buy my outfit, I would go 
back Into the ring. He wanted to know my 
price and I told him $200. He paid me the $200, 
and I went back into the ring with more sal- 
ary than I at first had asked for. 

Those were exciting days. Mabie's Show was 
the first big show to exhibit in Texas and we 
drew big crowds, and they were very unruly. 
The men all carried shot guns. We were 
informed that if we did not do all that was 
presented on the bill, we would be treated to 
a dose of lead. If you are familiar with the 
promises of circus posters, you may wonder how 
we escaped. We had many funny experiences 
traveling with a wagon show over rongh and 
blind prairie roads. We had to find our way 
by compares. The towns were thirty to forty 
miles apart. We made them all and gave two 
shows a day, rain or shine. 


We showed in « small town called Lick- 
ekillot. It was the toughest town in Texas, 
The nickname of the town was Hell's Half 
Acre, and it was suitable. The busiest man 
In the town was the coroner. Fle worked alx 
days of the week and often had overwork for 
Sunday. While we were showing there three 
men were killed. One man was killed in the 
house where we were stopping. One called 
the other a coward, “Rill, yon are a coward!"* 
he sald. “I am no coward.”’ he replied. The 
other sald, “If you are not a ceward show 
your body?’ e opened his ehirt. expor- 
Ing his breast, eaying. ‘“‘Here is my y. as 


big a mark as you ever fired at." He pulled 
his gun, shooting him through the breast, kill-

The 
Great Young Man at the Kinsway has terminated 
rather abruptly it is true, but that is because 
it was never a “great young play."’ Lady Win- 
dermere’s Fan, which finishes at the St. James's 
next week Was only a stop-gap and Sir George 
Alexander now wants his theatre for his pro- 
duction of Bella Donna, while The Choco ate 
Soldier, which finishes at the Lyric December 9, 
has had a run of—well, I can't say how long,

Several New Theatres Proposed for Sydney—Chain of Rinks 
Contemplated for Australia, the First of Which 
Will Be Built in Sydney 


Sydney, October 23, 1911. 
To the Editor of The Billboard: 

Things in the theatrical line are at high-water 
mark here at the present time, and bid fair to 
remain so for some time to come. There are 
several new theatres to be erected in this city, 
and there are many new amusement projects in 
the air. Some of them will mean the expendi- 
ture of many thousands of dollars, and will be 
of great architectural beauty to this rapidly- 
growing city.

The advocates 
suggest that this building should be owned and 
maintained by the city for the use of grand 
operas and public gatherings. This building 
was built exclusively for large musical events 


and it has outgrown its usefulness and it is de- 
sired to have it reconstructed to meet modern 
needs. By remodeling the interior, it will be 
possible to seat 4,000 people. There is a press 
ing need for a public auditorium and _ this 
building is ample for the purpose. The Lyric 
is located on Mount Royal Avenue and the 
neighborhood is becoming a great automobile 
center for reason of the fact that the manufac- 
turers of automobiles have established garages 
along the street to display the many makes of 
motor cars. There have been rumors that a 
purchaser was desirous of obtaining the Lyric 
and converting it into a mammoth garage, 
housing machines. This would mean a severe 
loss to the people as there is no available build 
ing for big musical affairs and spectacular 
shows and public meetings. It is said that 
$250,000 will be required to buy the building 
and install the modern appliances. It is pro- 
posed to have this done by a public loan and 
operated by a competent committee appointed by 
the Mayor. If this plan is not successful, 
the Congress will appoint a committee of five 
men who will endeavor to accomplish this 
through private and public subscription. 

The local theatres enjoyed great business on 
Thanksgiving Day, but the record is held by 
Ford’s Opera House for the greatest throng of 
attendance.

the family have given up riding acts. 

Mollie Brown, daughter of Madame Tour- 
naire, was the first equestrienne to accomplish 
& somersault on the bare back of a running 
horse. She was starred with Montgomery 
Queen season of 1874-8. Louise Rentz, the 
German rider, who appeared for 4 single sea- 
eon with Adam Forepaugh in the early eighties, 
accomplished the same feat, 

Mr, Frank E. Fillies, director of The Boer 
Wear, and now a circus owner in South Africa, 
is a swell rider. John LeMons, better known 
as ‘‘Montana Charley,’’ was a dare devil on 
horseback. Fred Fisher, also Kate Fisher and 
R . J, Miles all were good riders, and Fred 
Fisher is also a number one equestrian director, 
as well. Alexander Rockwell was also a splen- 
did rider, and taught many how to ride. 

John Glenroy, in 1847, was the first bareback 
rider to do a somersault on a horse without a 
ad saddle. Paper hoops and silk or linen 

nners were used by many circus companies 
during the early forties. and Eaton Stone was 
probably the first bareback rider to use these 
two useful adjuncts or props to a rider’s suc- 
cess, and these stunts made ladies famous as 
riders—going through paper hoo and over 
flashy silk or linen banners. Jim Robinson says 
he could turn somersaults forward and back- 
ward over banners four and five feet wide. Ban- 
ners of such width are not attempted today. 
Charles Fish was considered by some authori- 
ties to have been the nearest approach in 
skillful riding to that of Jim Robinson. 

The first person to do a somersault on a 
horse was Levi J. North, which was about 
1834-5, and was accomplished on a pad saddle. 

Jim Robinson, ‘“‘the diamond belt champion 
of the world,’’ was the recognized second one 
to do somersaulting on a bareback horse, in the 
year 1848. So this shows that the good old 
American riders gave creation to this wonderful 
stunt,

The first circ is rings were oblong in shape | 
then changed to that of round as now used. 
These rings were surrounded by an outer ele- 
vated ring called a “ring curb,’’ which are 
used today by most of the larger circus com- 
panies, and these have given way to the latest 
wrinkle, the canvas ring. But the good old- 
fashioned ‘‘bank ring’’ is considered by the 
greatest riders to be the safest and best, al- 
though doemed to use by all the big ones on 
account of saving time and trouble. 

To Uncle John Robinson belongs the credit of 
the origination of the ‘dirt bank ring.’’ and 
was first used about 1843 or 1844, which was 
caused be the loss of a section of the wooden 
ring curb, which accidentally fell out of the 
wagon on the road, and was lest. It was not 
missed until morning of the show, so Big Jim 
Robinson, under Uncle John’s directions, or- 
dered the gang with picks. maddocke and 
shovels, and goon a ground dirt rink bank was 
formed, which was used for many years by 
this and all other companies. 

Another delegation of riders which have just 
come to the writer’s mind are Madam Dockrill, 
Mr. William Sells, known as Master Willie: 
Fannie and Leo Carlo and their father, George 
Carlo; Charles Ofrin, Thomas MelIntyre, rider 
and equestrian director of the W. W. Cole Cir- 
cus; Frank Melville, famous equestrian dil- 
rector of Burr Robins’ Show; Mrs. George Carlo, 
John Wilson, four horse rider; Napir Lowande, 
Fred Ledgett, William Marks, Josie De Mott, 

Hold your breath gentle, reader, and now wit- 
ness a family whose work on the horse was 
become famous the world over: George F. Hol- 
land Sr., Katherine Holloway, high school rider: 
George F. Holland Jr.. Rose Dockril] and Mrs. 
George Holland R. H. Dockrill, Edward Hol- 
land, brother of George, now superintendent of 
the New York Hippodrome. Then comes Wil- 
Mam Holland, John Holland, Jeanette and 
Gilbert Holland and Bert Holland, Each one 
a master rider and performer. They have even 
named their beautiful suburban home ‘‘Hol- 
landale,’’ Delavan Lake, Wisconsin, certainly 
a fitting name for such an Illustrious circus 
riding family. Kate and Charles Orrin were 
famous and rode well: Madame Carlotta De 
Bergh, the equestrienne of Lewis B. Lent’s 
was considered one of the greatest 
drawing cards of that day. 

Jimmie DeMott was the principal male rid- 
er with the Dan Rice Show in 1866. Samuel 
P. Stickney was the second clown and his first 
wife, Mile. Marie (nee Belle Stokes), was 
the leading lady rider. With his second wife. 
Sam and his grown son by the former wife are 
now living, I think, in Chicago. Ah! here we 
have the Avollo Belvidere of the arenic world. 
Mr. Robert Stickne~ Sr the world’s celebrated 
graceful rider and double somersault leaper of 
the world. He comes from a family celebrated 
for their able work in the circus world. His 
daughter, Miss Emily Stickney, well deserves 
the title of the World's youngest and most 
graceful bareback rider now appearing in 
the cast of Polly of the Circus, and is certainly 
a cvip off of the old block, as the young miss 
displays the same grace and skill as her 
illustrious father did in days gone by during 
the palmy days of the circus ring. 

“The Mechanic,’ the safety appliance 
in teaching circus riders how to ride, also 
the art of somersault throwing, and used to- 
day by many performers practicing and learn- 
ing any dangerous and hazardous acts, was 
invented by Spencer Q. Stokes. ‘‘The Mechanic’’ 
has frequently been shown in practical use in 
the circus, to the amusement of the audience. 
Mr. Stokes Introduced Omar Kingsley in skirts 
as Ella Zoyara, and the deception was the un- 
fathomed circus sensation of the era. 

Stokes was born in Cincinnati. 0.. July 26, 
1819; died in New York City, Feb. 28, 1888.

And this 
play, it is understood, came from the Comedie 
Francaise.’’ 

The World likewise finds the play common- 
place, as these excerpts attest: 

“The trouble with the play by Pierre Wolff, 
which Gladys Unger has turned into English, 
is that, from first to last, it denies its audi- 
ence the element of real surprise. Its story is 
the common property of all times and all ton- 
gues—the country mouse, unsophisticated, re- 
luctant, shy, caught in a loveless marriage, who 
defeats her rivals by suddenly adopting the 
weapons they have used against her, and wins 
back her neglectful, urattentive husband’s love 
by adroitly playing = vn the streak of jealousy 
in his nature. I: is the old, old tale of the 
plain wife hung :iong for love and protection 
who is crafty eno.gh to take advantage of mas- 
culine weakuess, 

“This, with very few variants and with she 
help of a good many characters uninteresting 
in themselves and French only by courtesy, is 
the plot of The Marionettes, which moves with 
considerable rapidity through four acts, touching 
the climax of a supposedly discovered tryst and 
bitter denunciation and ending with the wife’s 
complete triumph and a general reconciliation, 
which have been clearly in view all the time. 
And it would not be very absorbing ‘o most 
theatregoers were it not for the adroitness with 
which Mme. Nazimova portrays the wife and 
gives it all the flavor of her peculiarly fascina-- 
ing, erotic personality.”’ 

The Times is perhaps most severe in its cri- 
ticism: 

“‘Nazimova—she has dropped the Mme. from 
her stage name—returned last night in a 
Gladys Unger Englished version of M. Pierre 
Wolff’s play, The Marionettes. As M. Wolff has 
written several charming plays, and as Nazi- 
mova’s previous exhibits have often been most 
satisfying, the occasion should have been im- 
portant. But it was not that. In fact a much 
more tedious exhibition of misplaced effort has 
hardly been seen here this season. 

“To begin with, The Marionettes in its Eng- 
lish version proved to be about as wooden as 
the creatures which provide the title. And by 
the same token, the general representation was 
for thé greater part more vegetable than ani- 
mal, As for Nazimova herself, she has never 
done anything here for which she was less suit- 
ed. After all, this actress merely proved once 
again that the personal organism, the mental at- 
titude, the general personality are all to be 
regarded where the question of acting is cen- 
cerned. All things being equal, there are some 
artists more gifted in varied expression, more 
versatile than others. But no player, no mat- 
ter how remarkable, can satisfactorily adapt 
himself or herself to every kind. of part.” 

Alan Dale is even less complimentary since 
he finds the play impossible, even for the tal- 
ented Nazimova. 

“Poor Nazimova was surely placed amid 
strange surroundings, and in them she did not 
shine. We saw the lustre of her art dimmed. 
N living actress could do more than keep her 
head above water In such a play as this. There 
were moments when Nazimova positively sank. 
The atmosphere was strange to her. The weird 
charm that she possesses evaporated in this 
stuffy atmosphere. The Marionettes was meant 
to prove that French soclety was composed of 
nothing but puppets, moved to action by wires. 
That it did prove, but the proof was anything 
but exciting.”’

The paper exposed in a graphic man- 
ner the faults of the present railway tariffs 
governing the haulage of horses, live stock and 
agricultural exhibits designed to cover the fair 
circuits, and offered some recommendations 
which were referred after much discussion to 
the Committee on Transportation.

During the visit of the Countess in the 
dressing room a kneck is heard, the Countess 
leaves by another door and Kean admits her 
husband and the Prince of Wales. More con- 
fused talk and exit one of those gentlemen 
after having picked up a fan which the Coun- 
tess had dropped. The call boy informs Kean 
that it is time he were on the stage. Kean 
dresses for the part of Romeo and joins his 
Juliet on the stage in the second scene. The 
Countess, her husband, and the Prince of Wales 
are seated in one of the house boxes. Romeo 
makes love to his Juliet and suddenly bursts out 
in a terrific denunciation of the Prince. The 
curtain dreps and leaves us just where we were 
in the beginning, with the exception of twenty- 
five minutes to the bad.
